Beafts to a Butchery; But he picks out 
certain Numbers of Men, chofen for Strength. 
of Body, large Stature, and fuitable Ages 
for he has this Advantage of all the Princes — 
in the World, that he can pick and cull, as 
we ca it, all over his Empire, and who he 
bids go, not only muft. ga, but goes willing= 
ly——Thefe he has formed into Regiments, 
cloth’d and arm’d them after the German 
Manner, and exercifing them conftantly to 
the Praétice, and handling their Arms,and’ 
maintains them.in conftant Pay—..For the 
inftru@ing them inthe Art of War, he 
are Encovragement.to Foreigners, both: 
for inferiour Officers and for Generals, of 
which he has an incredible Number, Gere. 
mans, Danes, Bnglifh, Scots, ay, and Swedes 
too in his Service—-He has,.as fome relate, 
12 General-Officers now in his Army of 
Germans, and 2 or 3 of Danes, befides Coe 
lonels,, Captains. and Lieutenants without

breeding and inftru@ting ‘hisownPeople gra- - 


+ dually, giving Encouragement to them that

By thefe Methods the Atujcovites, inftead 
ofa tumultuary Rabble as ufual, have now 
a regular Camp, a difciplin’d Army, and 
begin to be formidable; it istrue, they 
have a terrible Scheol-mafter of the King of 
S .«>«, but they will be the better Soldiers 
when they are taught, and what cares the 
Czar if it .coft him s00000 Men to get a
